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Thousands add voice 



CLOSE to 5,000 people have now 
had their say on a proposed shake- 
up of the local education system 
and school closures in Haverhill. 

Parents from the town and surroun¬ 
ding areas have been hearing more 
information about Suffolk County 
Council’s school organisation review. 

Governors, headteachers and the council 
want to create two primary and secondary 
school federations for the Haverhill area. 

Chalkstone, Castle Hill and Parkway middle 
schools would be among the first to close, 
along with Clare Middle School, under the

proposals, which could be introduced in 
2011/12. 

The changes will also affect the Lowestoft 
area and concerned parents there have joined 
meetings to hear about the plans. 

There has been fierce opposition from 
parents to the proposals, which have been 
described as a “disaster” and “totally in¬ 
adequate” by Martin Goold, county secretary 
of the NUT union. 

A lobby group formed to fight the plans, 
Parents Against Change, says evidence the 


change will benefit children is flawed and that 
middle schools were better than large 
secondary schools for children from the ages 
nine to 13. 

More than 3,000 people have attended 
consultation meetings about the proposed 
school closures. Education chiefs have 
received more than 1,500 paper questionnaires 
from people giving their views on the 
proposals and a further 200 people have 
responded via an online survey 

There are just two weeks left before 
consultation finishes and the county council 
wants to hear from people who have not yet 
had their say

Pupils at Samuel Ward 
Arts and Technology 
College called for a 
memorial to one of 
Haverhill’s forgotten 
heroes - grocer James 
Wright, who had taken a 
stand against the slave 
trade in 1792 by refusing 
to sell sugar because it 
was “stained with human 
blood”. History students 
discovered Wright’s 
courageous decision 
while learning about the 
abolition movement, and 
councillors are now 
considering their request. 
A party was held in 
Steeple Bumpstead to 
celebrate the recovery of 
eight-year-old Amy 
Coulson from a life- 
threatening brain tumour. 
Parents Ian and Sarah 
decided to raise money 
for Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital, Cambridge, 
where Amy underwent a 
six-hour operation to 
remove the growth. 

SEPTEMBER 

The month began with a 
sheepdog trial with a 
difference at Thurlow 
Village Fair, with geese 
being herded around the 
ring due to foot-and- 
mouth restrictions. The 
event raised more than 
£5,000 for community 
organisations. 

The £460,000 
redevelopment of Jubilee 
Walk in Haverhill was 
criticised after taking 
nine months to complete 
instead of the scheduled 
three. Town councillors 
slammed the quality of 
work by St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council’s 
engineers, and one local 
resident panned a cat 
sculpture at the centre of 
the renovation, 
describing it as “a bit of 
bent tin”. 


A thief with a sweet tooth 
was caught by police 
after he left his DNA on 
cakes and drinks he 
scoffed during 
burglaries. Twenty-eight- 
year-old Michael 
Longden, from Haverhill, 
was traced through DNA 
on a spoon he used to 
eat lemon meringue pie 
at a hotel, and a can of 
chocolate-flavoured 
protein drink he found in 
a fridge. As he was jailed 
for 15 months, Longden 
was told that he was the 
“author of his own 
misfortune”. 

OCTOBER 

Angry Kedington 
residents accused 
drunken youths of 
running riot through the 
village at weekends, 
causing repeated 
damage to the primary 
school and even 
attempting to firebomb 


Hospice in Bury St 
Edmunds, was “a 
wonderful experience”. 
Pizza delivery man AN 
Yagir was hailed as a 
hero after saving a man 
from a fire in the kitchen 
of one of his regular 
customers. AN, who runs 
Dial-a-Pizza in Haverhill, 
revealed that he had 
always wanted to be a 
firefighter, after rescuing 
his neighbour’s lodger. 

NOVEMBER 

Discontent over Suffolk 
County Council’s plans 
to ditch middle schools 
continued to rumble on, 
with parents of Clare 
Middle School, which 
faces closure under the 
scheme, setting up a 
protest group. 
Headteacher Nigel Clark 
lent his support to the 
parents, as the council 
announced another 
round of consultation. 



the library. The building 
suffered scorching after 
lit material was pushed 
through the door. 

Parents at a Haverhill 
school reacted furiously 
after maggots were 
found in their children’s 
lunch. The parasites 
were found in rice which 
was meant to go with a 
curry at Chalkstone 
Middle School - but they 
were spotted before the 
dish was served up.

Ford Transit overturned 
and left the road. The

accident was close to 
the spot where 15-year- 
old schoolgirl Imogen 
Barker of Castle Camps, 
died last February. 

Council Tax payers in 
Haverhill could face a tax 
hike to subsidise free 
travel for pensioners, 
after a government grant 
failed to cover the cost 
of the scheme, leaving a 
£225,000 shortfall. 

Town Mayor Ted Trebble 
was able to return home 
for Christmas after 
spending six months in 
hospital recovering from 
a stroke. 

It was announced that 
Haverhill will benefit from 
£5 million in government 
funding awarded to St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council to improve its 
infrastructure.

Oxford place awaits high achiever 


YOUNG scholar Charlotte Bunting is 
believed to have become the first pupil 
from a Haverhill sixth form college to win 
a place at Oxford University. 

The 17-year-old Samuel Ward Arts and 
Technology College pupil is to read 
English. 

Charlotte has been provisionally offered a 
place at Corpus Christi College. They 
only offer five places a year to around 200 
applicants, most from private schools. 
Proud father Stephen said: “I am so 
proud of her. 

“Irrespective of whatever result she gets 
in the degree she has achieved so much 


already. It was such a lengthy application 
process.” 

As well as the considerable UCAS 
application, Charlotte also had to obtain 
references from her school, pass an 
entrance exam, send in three pieces of 
work to be reviewed and then go through 
a gruelling interview. 

Mr Bunting said: “The interview was 
especially difficult for her because we had 
a family bereavement the week before, 
which was very upsetting for her.” 
Charlotte, of Wortham Place, Haverhill, 
said: “It was terrifying but I can’t wait to 
go now.” 


Charlotte is currently a student in the 
sixth form at Samuel Ward, having 
previously been at New Cangle and 
Chalkstone Middle School. 

She earned three As in English literature, 
history and biology at Al/As level, as well 
as a 100 per cent mark in English 
language at the same level. She also had 
six As, sixA*sand oneBatGCSE. 

Charlotte wants to work in publishing 
once she completes her studies. 

She said: “I chose a degree that I would 
enjoy so that when I finish it will hopefully 
help me get a job I enjoy.”

Safety pledge for 
killer junction

AN accident blackspot has 
been put at the top of the 
list for improvements just 
weeks after another life 
was lost. 

Cambridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet has made the Park 
Hill and Horseheath Green jun¬ 
ction on the A1307 its number 
one priority and approved a 
£200,000 scheme for improve¬ 
ments. 

The stretch of road claimed the 
life of Peter Rogers, 34, of Ched- 
burgh Place, Haverhill, when his 
Ford Transit van overturned on 
December 1. 

He died 300 metres east of the 
spot where schoolgirl Imogen 
Barker, 15, was killed in Feb¬ 
ruary 

Now highways chiefs are 
working on a scheme to provide a 
right-turn lane, pedestrian refuge 
in the centre of the road and 
better road markings. 

Work could begin in the next 


financial year if there is suffi¬ 
cient Government funding. 

The news has been welcomed 
by campaigners. Linton coun¬ 
cillor John Batchelor said he 
hoped the new road layout would 
slow traffic down and aid the bid 
for a 50mph limit on the stretch. 

He said: “Clearly it’s more than 
welcome. Thanks very much and 
let’s get on with it.” 

Coun Mac McGuire, lead mem¬ 
ber for highways and transport, 
said the death of Mr Rogers and 
young Imogen, as well as a 
number of injury accidents, had 


led to the decision to make safety 
improvements on the A1307 the 
council’s top priority 

He said: “The council has 
already spent hundreds of 
thousands of pounds on safety 
improvements and we are 
looking at reducing the speed 
limit on four sections of the road. 

“But this is not the end of the 
matter. We will continue to look 
for ways of reducing accidents on 
this and other roads across 
Cambridgeshire. Road users also 
need to do their part as well by 
driving in a safe manner.”

Family fights 
stigma for their 
special girls 


L ike most doting parents, 
Tim and Charlotte 
Badenoch consider their 
children to be special. 

After all, Ellena, six, and three- 
year-old Georgia are a 1-in-17,000 
genetic rarity. 

But while observers snatching a 
glance at the girls would agree they 
are unique, to the Badenochs their 
distinctiveness comes, not from their 
albinism, but because they are theirs. 
Tim wants them to be treated like 
everyone else. He said: “It is 
offensive to be labelled. It is just more 
ammunition for the bullying mentality. 
The girls are just children who have 
albinism, not part of a group. 
“Albinism is often portrayed as a type 
of mock-evil, with people having fun 
poked at them. That might be fun in a 
blockbuster movie but when children 
are pointing their fingers it is a bit 
different.” 

Albinism is a genetic condition 
resulting in a reduction or complete 
lack of pigment, or colour, in the skin, 
hair and eyes. 

Tim and Charlotte, who live in 
Tiberius Close, Haverhill, each carry 
the gene and when they conceived 
had a one-in-four chance of having a 
baby with albinism. The girls were 
each born with it and as a result have 
pale skin, white hair and severe 
short-sight and photophobia - a 
sensitivity to light. 

Tim said: “To start with it was all a bit

of a worry as we heard some horror 
stories and we did wonder how they 
would ever get by, but at the end of 
the day, they are held back a little but 
they live the same lifestyle as any 
child their age. 

“They just deal with things in a 
different way to cope with it. 

“Their vision is reduced but if you 
look at them running around it 
doesn’t seem to have affected them. 
It is not as devastating as it seems.” 
The condition will get no worse, or 
better, during the girls’ lifetime and 
cannot be cured. It means they are 
sensitive to the sun but with the 
correct protection are under no 
greater threat than anyone else. 
“When a person with normal sight 
walks into bright sunlight they squint 
and have to adjust,” said Tim. “But 
for the girls it is like that all the time. 
They do get used to the bright 
sunlight but they probably squint a 
bit more than most. 

“It is about comfort levels at the end

of the day. They are better off in 
shaded areas or inside.” 

Ellena has 3/60 vision - which means 
she needs to be three meters from an 
object to see it at the same clarity as 
someone else 60 metres from it. She 
is registered blind but attends 
Coupals Primary School, in Haverhill. 
Tim said: “Ellena is getting to the age 
when she notices that the teacher is 
doing things differently for her. She 
gets more attention but the teachers 
try to make things normal for her. She 
is dealing with it really well.” 

The family is supported by the UK- 
based Albinism Fellowship. 

Tim said: “We go and meet other 
families as much as possible 
because it is nice for the girls to see 
children that are like them. 

“We have not had to go and seek out 
any help at all. Right from when they 
were first diagnosed we have been 
supported every step of the way.” 
This Christmas the girls were invited 
backstage at Cambridge Arts Theatre 


during a performance of it 2007 
pantomime, Cinderalla. 

They had a “touch tour”, designed for 
people who suffer from impaired 
vision and went back stage, spoke to 
the cast, tried on the costumes and 
handled the props. 

While the girls are young they are 
leading a full life and Tim is confident 
it will continue as they get older. 

He said: “There is a stigma and it is a 
worry that people will stare and point 
the finger but the girls have not had 
to deal with it yet. 

“People do comment on their grey 
hair and when we tell them they have 
albinism they don’t know what to say. 
“People comment first without 
knowing what they are saying. What 
is harder to deal with is the 
ignorance.”

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Tories under fire 
over ‘moon’ miles 


A POLITICAL row has 
broken out over the mass¬ 
ive mileage claims made 
by staff and councillors. 

Liberal Democrat opposition 
councillors have criticised the 
Conservative administration on 
Suffolk County Council over 
the £5.7 million bill for the 
19 million business miles rec¬ 
orded during the 2006/7 fin¬ 
ancial year. 

At a time when councils are 
being urged to reduce their 
carbon footprint, the Liberal 
Democrats have said the dist¬ 
ance involved was equivalent to 
travelling to the moon and back 
39 times. 

The party group on the 
council has highlighted the

figures alongside proposals by 
the Conservatives to axe 
£1 million in bus subsidies. 

Coun Kathy Pollard, the 
Liberal Democrat leader on the 
council, said: “This is quite an 
astronomical figure. 

“We could have gone to the 
moon and back 39 times with 
the mileage the Conservative- 
run council racked up last year 
alone. 

“When we were in power we 
were looking into using modern 
technology to cut down the 
need to travel such huge 
distances. This seems to have 
all but stopped under this Tory 
administration. 


“Where is the innovation? 
This is costing Suffolk’s tax¬ 
payers nearly £6 million a year 
and doing untold damage to the 
environment. 

“The administration needs to 
set strict targets to get this 
under control, something we 
did when in power. 

“These figures come at a time 
when the administration is 
proposing nearly £1 million in 
cuts to bus services across 
Suffolk. Once again we see yet 
another aspect of Conservative 
policy undermining their 
claims to be creating the 
greenest county.” 

No-one from the Conser¬ 
vatives was available for 
comment.

WEST Suffolk Hospital has been 
given the green light to re-apply 
for NHS Foundation Trust status. 

The hospital trust, which takes pat¬ 
ients from Haverhill, has been nominated 
by the East of England Strategic Health 
Authority to the Department of Health as 
ready to proceed with a foundation trust 
application. 

The trust has a £12 million historic 
deficit, which resulted in a delay in its 
application in the summer, and though it 
is still required to pay back the money, it 
is no longer a barrier to its plans to seek 
foundation trust status. 

Chief executive Chris Bown said: 
“This is good news for staff and patients. 
We are set on becoming an NHS Found¬ 
ation Trust and we continued to develop 
our application, including the develop¬ 
ment of an integrated business plan, 
which underpins sound financial and 
organisational management.” 

A 12-week consultation with local 
communities is due to run from January 
21 until April 13. The trust said securing 
the views of local people who use the 
Bury St Edmunds hospital’s services is 
an essential component of the bid. 

The trust said the hospital has made 
“tremendous progress” since its last 
foundation trust application was turned 
down in March 2005 because of its fin¬ 
ancial situation. 

It has made a significant reduction in 
costs of around £20 million over the past 
three years.

CONGESTION charging in 
Cambridge will not be sup¬ 
ported by the city council 
unless residents get 
“substantial” discounts. 

Cambridge City Council says 
plans to charge those living in 
Cambridge as well as people 
driving into the city “full whack” 
will unfairly penalise its 
inhabitants. 

Coun Sian Reid, the city 
council’s executive councillor for 
climate change and growth, said 
not only was a discount necessary 
to make up for a lack of public 
transport in the city but it needed 
to be “considerable”. 

She added the scheme would 
not work if it was “imposed” on 
Cambridge without the support of 
the city council. 

The authority’s environment 
scrutiny committee will discuss 
its initial response on Tuesday.

A report to councillors by 
Brian Human, head of policy and 
projects, says although the 
council supports many of the 
scheme’s objectives, it has a 
number of concerns: 

■ No effective analysis has yet 
been published to justify or cost 
the proposed scheme. 

■ The scheme would unfairly 
penalise Cambridge residents. 

■ The proposals would fail to deal 
with some of the worst 
congestion peaks on major city 
roads. 

Cambridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil unveiled plans in July to 
charge all motorists between £3 
and £5 for driving in Cambridge 
between 7.30am and 9.30am on 
weekdays. 

It has bid for £500 million of 
Government money for public 



transport improvements to get 
people to leave their cars at home 
and prevent gridlock. 

Public consultation on con¬ 
gestion charging and how the 
£500 million should be spent is 
currently taking place and so far 
700 people have visited roadshows 
around the county to give their 
views. Transport bosses are 
encouraging more people to get 
involved in the debate. 

Coun Reid says the scheme as it 
stands is unfair and public 
transport in the city will never be 
good enough to match the 
provision of park and ride 
services for those coming in. 

She said: “We expect a pretty 
substantial discount. We are 
talking about a profound discount 
- not a 10 per cent discount. 

“We believe if this is going to 
go ahead, residents must have a 
discount because they simply 
won’t have alternative means of 


transport. It wouldn’t be fair 
always for them to pay full whack 
driving in the city when there 
won’t be a comparable transport 
system in place. 

“Even with the best will in the 
world I don’t think there could be 
a comprehensive transport sys¬ 
tem. If you look at people driving 
in, there is a big investment in 
park and ride. 

“There’s also the issue of 
people commuting out of the city. 
Some people in my ward would be 
just driving half a mile out of the 
city to go somewhere else. That’s 
hardly increasing congestion.” 

No decision has yet been taken 
on whether to go ahead with 
congestion charging or what form 
the scheme would take. 
Roadshows are taking place 
around the county until February 
13 as part of public consultation. 

Coun Roy Pegram, Cambridge¬ 
shire County Council’s cabinet 


member for environment and 
community services, said he 
would consider the idea of a 
discount. 

He said: “I will quite happily 
consider any of their views. 
Once I have the responses to the 
public consultation then I will 
make an informed judgment. I 
will take it on board. 

“The decision will be made by 
full council and cabinet at the 
county because we are the 
transport authority. It’s no good 
having consultation, getting the 
public’s views and then not 
taking their views on board. 
What I’m not going to do is pre¬ 
empt the public consultation.”

Helicopter may go 
to save police cash

A POLICE force may give 
up its helicopter to save 
£4 million. 

Council Tax payers may have 
to pay an extra nine per cent 
towards police services if Suffolk 
Police Authority includes extra 
cash in its budget towards 
replacing its helicopter in 2010. 

In the meantime, the force is 
having talks with adjoining 
county forces about sharing a 
helicopter. Suffolk is already part 
of a consortium with Cambridge¬ 
shire and Essex - they cover each 
other’s areas when necessary 

Simon Ash, Suffolk’s Chief 
Constable, has told the authority 
that work was already under way 
with five other counties to 
examine potential ways of saving 
money by sharing air support 
costs. 

The authority has allocated 
£8.6 million in reserves over the 
next three years, which includes 
£4 million towards replacing the 
helicopter, which came into 
service in 2000. 

Money is also needed for new 
computer software and replacing 
or renovating Ipswich Police 
Station. 

Mr Ash said Suffolk received 
the lowest financial settlement 
from the Government nationally

But the force would be compared 
to other counties which received 
more cash. 

He said: “The decision we 
make about the coming year’s 
budget provision will un¬ 
doubtedly have an impact on our 
ability to deal with these things 
in the years ahead. We need to 
consider a substantial precept 
increase.” 

The authority will consider the 
options for future funding, 
including the helicopter, and 
recommend next year’s Council 
Tax at its next meeting later this 
month. 

There are already worries 
about Council Tax rises next 
year. Suffolk County Council, 
whose budget makes up the 
largest part of the total tax 
demand for householders, has 
warned of “continued financial 
pressure” despite receiving an 


increase of 7.3 per cent from the 
Government. 

The county will receive 
£155 million from the Govern¬ 
ment for 2008-9. 

But Coun Jane Storey, the 
council’s portfolio holder for 
resource management and 
transformation, said: “This level 
of settlement means we face 
some challenging decisions. We 
will have to decide between what 
we want to do and what we can 
afford.” 

The county council’s cabinet 
will consider budget recomm¬ 
endations on Tuesday, February 
5, and report to the full council 
on February 19 when the 2008/9 
Council Tax will be set. 

Cambridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil has already warned of a five 
per cent tax increase and cuts in 
services.

One of the world's leading biotechnology 
companies, Genzyme’s products and services are 
focused on rare inherited disorders, kidney disease, 
cancer and transplants.

THE Nutcracker is 
synonymous with the 
festive season and has 
kept millions of ballet 
lovers enchanted for 
more than 100 years. 

The Ellen Kent company will be 
bringing Tchaikovsky’s 
masterpiece to life once again 
at the Cambridge Corn 
Exchange on Monday and 
Tuesday. 

The production is being 
directed by Yuri Grigorovich, 
who for 30 years was the 
director of the world-famous 
Bolshoi Ballet.

Terentieva is used to living life 
on the high wire and stretching 
her body to the limit.

“It is absolutely wonderful 
dancing with your husband,” 
she says. “You can discuss all 
the technicalities and difficulties 
of ballet parts and work out 
together the best way of 
handling them. 

“The most important thing is 
that I am very confident in him, 
both as a partner on stage and 
in life. He is a true gentleman, I 
always feel protected, cared for 
and loved by him. He is also a 
wonderful dancer. I think we 


make a good couple, both on 
stage and in life.” 

Being in high demand across 
Europe has meant travelling is a 
way of life for the dancing 
family, but Kristina has learned 
to live with it. 

“I love travelling, and this is 
how I think of touring. It gives 
me a chance to combine what I 
like doing - ballet - with what is 
good for me - travelling. 
Meeting people from different 
countries, getting a feel for their 
culture is always exciting. 

“The only downside to this is 


that we normally travel without 
our five-year-old daughter, 

Alisa, and when we are away, 
we miss her so much. 

“I do not mind living out of 
suitcases at all, this is what any 
dancer has to do, but it makes 
the journey back home and 
awaiting seeing people dear to 
your heart, so very special.”

THE one used car we 
don’t want to buy is ... 
a high mileage one. 

That’s the verdict of to 
British trade price guide 
publisher EurotaxGlass’s, 
which says potential 
buyers are continuing to 
walk away from second¬ 
hand vehicles with higher 
mileages. 

Adrian Rushmore, 
managing editor at 
EurotaxGlass’s, which 
publishes Glass’s Guide, 
the trade’s pricing bible, 
says: “There remains a 
stigma attached to a used 


car with more than 100,000 
miles, and many owners 
avoid passing through this 
psychological barrier 
during their period of 
ownership for fear of 
instant devaluation.” 

The company compared 
the trade prices and 
mileages of more than 
200,000 vehicles, 

identifying a steady 
increase in rates of 
depreciation as mileage 
readings rise. 

The analysis indicates 
that, for the average three- 
year-old car, the highest 


falls in value are apparent 
between 60,000 and 100,000 
miles. 

EurotaxGlass’s used as 
its benchmark a three- 
year-old car with a typical 
40,000 miles. If the same 
make, model and age of 
car had covered 50,000 
miles, the trade value 
would be four per cent 
lower. 

However, from 60,000 up 
to 100,000 miles, the 
financial penalty increases 
to five per cent for each 
multiple of 10,000 miles. 

“As soon as a car passes 
the 60,000 mile threshold, 
the penalties increase 
because perceived 

desirability falls,” says 
Rushmore. 

Using the same example 
of a three-year-old car, 
beyond 100,000 miles the 
additional fall in trade 
value for each 10,000 
covered reduces from five 
per cent to three per cent, 
and this figure drops 
again, to two per cent after 
200,000 miles. 

EurotaxGlass’s also 
found that cars with 
below-average mileage do 
not benefit from an 
improvement in trade 
value comparable in scale 
to the penalty incurred 
where mileage is above 
average. 

Again, taking the 
example of the typical 
three-year-old used car, for 
each 10,000 miles under 
the expected 40,000, the 
trade value improves by 
just two per cent.

Historically, higher 
mileage diesel cars shed 
less of their value than 
petrol cars with the same 
mileage, but this is now no 
longer true says 
Rushmore. 

“The price adjustments 
for diesel cars in respect of 
mileage now generally 
follow the same pattern as 
petrol cars. Up until 18 
months ago, the penalties 
for diesel models were 
smaller, but then, so too 
was the supply.” 

If you’re looking for an 
accurate used car 
valuation, where exact 
mileage is taken into 
account, you can download 
a valuation report from 
www.glass.co.uk for £3.50. 
Users receive a 
comprehensive valuation 
assessment which reflects 
the specification and 
possible condition of the 
car (Excellent, Average, 
Below Average) and also 
includes a dealer retail 
price and a private sale 
value. 

But another big worry 
for used-car buyers is the 
mileage - is it genuine? It 
isn’t always easy to spot if 
a car has had the odometer 
altered, but do look for tell¬ 
tale signs - worn pedal 
rubbers for example. 

Also take a good look at 
the driver’s seat, and a low 
mileage car with a tatty 
seat should ring alarm 
bells. Do try to buy a used 
vehicle with a checkable 
service history, which will 
contain mileage pointers.

It is expected that the works will take place over a period of 8 weeks starting on, or after, Monday 7 
January 2008. The Order will come into force when the appropriate traffic signs are erected from 4 
January 2008 and have a maximum duration of eighteen months. 

For the safety of the general public, from 00.01 hours starting on Monday 7 January 2008 until 
completion of the works, the effect of the Order will be to - 

(a) impose a 50 miles per hour speed limit on the A14 - 

(i) eastbound carriageway from a point 1.5 kilometres west of the centre point of the western 
overbridge at the A14/A10 Milton Interchange, Junction 33, continuing in an easterly 
direction for a distance of approximately 3.5 kilometres, and 

(ii) westbound carriageway from a point 1.3 kilometres east of the centre point of the overbridge 
at the A14/BI 047 Fen Ditton Interchange, Junction 34, continuing in a westerly direction for a 
distance of approximately 3.9 kilometres; 

(b) close the laybys situated adjacent to the eastbound carriageway of the A14 at points - 

(i) 1.4 kilometres and 800 metres west of the centre point of the western overbridge at the 
A14/A10 Milton Interchange, Junction 33; 

(ii) 1 kilometre east of the centre point of the eastern overbridge at the A14/A10 Milton 
Interchange, Junction 33; 

(iii) 150 metres west of the centre point of the overbridge at the A14/BI 047 Fen Ditton 
Interchange, Junction 34, and 

(iv) 1.3 kilometres west of the centre point of the western overbridge at the A14/BI 049 Histon 
Interchange, Junction 32; 

(c) close the laybys situated adjacent to the westbound carriageway of the A14 at points - 

(i) 400 metres east of the centre point of the overbridge at the A14/BI 047 Fen Ditton 
Interchange, Junction 34, and 

(ii) 2.4 kilometres east of the centre point of the eastern overbridge at the A14/A1305 Stow- 
cum-Quy Interchange, Junction 35; 

(d) impose a 3.2 metres width restriction on the A14 - 

(i) eastbound carriageway from a point 1.3 kilometres west of the centre point of the western 
overbridge at the A14/B1049 Histon Interchange, Junction 32, to a point 500 metres west of 
the centre point of the A14/BI 047 Fen Ditton Interchange overbridge, Junction 34, and 

(ii) westbound carriageway from a point 2.4 kilometres east of the centre point of the eastern 
overbridge at the A14/A1305 Stow-cum-Quy Interchange, Junction 35, to a point 300 
metres west of the centre point of the western overbridge at the A14/A10 Milton 
Interchange, Junction 33. 

Vehicles exceeding the 3.2 metres width restriction whilst waiting for authorised vehicles to escort 
them through the works, will be permitted to use the laybys described at (b)(iv) and (c)(ii) above. 

Works will be carried out between the hours of 20.00 to 06.00 the following morning. During these 
periods of overnight works, the effect of the Order will be to close the A14 eastbound - 

(a) entry slip road at the A14/A10 Milton Interchange, Junction 33, and exit slip road at the 
A14/BI 047 Fen Ditton Interchange, Junction 34, and 

(b) carriageway between points 200 metres east of the centre point of the eastern overbridge at the 
A14/A10 Milton Interchange, Junction 33, and 500 metres west of the centre point of the 
overbridge at the A14/BI 047 Fen Ditton Interchange, Junction 34, a distance of approximately 

1.5 kilometres. 

A contraflow will be in operation on the westbound carriageway during the eastbound 
carriageway closure. 

Traffic affected by the A14 eastbound entry slip road closure at the A14/A10 Milton Interchange, 
Junction 33, will be diverted on to the westbound carriageway to the A14/B1049 Histon Interchange, 
Junction 32 to rejoin the A14 eastbound carriageway. 

Traffic affected by the A14 eastbound exit slip road closure at the A14/BI 047 Fen Ditton 
Interchange, Junction 34, will be diverted to the A14/A1303 Stow-cum-Quy Interchange, Junction 
35, exiting and joining the A1303 to Fen Ditton, to join the B1047 Ditton Lane/Horningsea Road. 

The 17 tonne weight restriction which is in place on the B1047 Ditton Lane/Horningsea Road 
from its junction with the A1303 Newmarket Road to its junction with the A14/BI 047 Fen 
Ditton Interchange eastbound exit slip road, will be suspended during the A14 eastbound exit 
slip road closure. 

The temporary mandatory speed limit (which will not apply to emergency service vehicles) slip 
roads, carriageway and layby closures (which will not apply to emergency service, Winter 
Service Maintenance or works vehicles), contraflow, width restriction and diversion routes, 
will be clearly signposted throughout the duration of the works.
